PALMER VERSUS THE MINSTRELS. 


Rival Shows Claim the Attention of Demo 
ocratic Legislators. 

Srrinecrizrp, III., July 31,—[{Spegial.]—

“Why don’t yez holler?” he yelled, and a 
few small boys in front set up a feeble howl. 
Gen. Palmer then stepped forward amid a 
blaze of light from roman candles. There 
was no applause. It was supposed Mr. Palmer 
would cover himself all over with glory, but 
he didn’t. His talk was merely perfunctory, 
dull, and listless. He started out in the usual 
way. Hecould not sufficiently thank them 
for the honor that was so unexpected, 
etc. He thought it was the proper 
caper to permit Chicago to help along 
the World’s Fair, and the State should do the 
handsome thing, too. Then he referred to the 
marvelous growth of Chi .

in Court. 

“ Tf the allegations of the bill can be sus- 
tained the public ought to know; if they can’t 
be these men [meaning Cregier and Marsh] 
ought to have a chance to defend themselves,” 
said Judge Horton yesterday when the Cor-

If Mr. Corrigan’s attorneys are to be be- 
lieved they have abundant evidence to sus 
tain the and even stronger ones. 
According to one of these attorneys, whose 
name has not appeared in connection with 
the.ease, Joe Ullman, who used to be a down- 
town pool-seller and whois now bookmaker 
for Corrigan, is one of the persons who can 
sustain the charges. 

Uliman used to run a pool-room known as 
the Imperial, on Clark street, near the Open 
Board building, and was frequently in trouble 
with the authorities. 

— There was a reason for this. Ullman re- 
fused to contribute the amount assessed by 
the Hankins-McDonald pool for “ protec- 
tion.” This amount was 60 per cent of the 
profits. Ullman thought he was entitled to 
the 60 per cent. He was willing to pay 40 per 
cent for protection. The pool would 
not have it that way, and managed with the 


going. 
He had an idea for a time that it stuck to the 
palms of the members of the pool. He is not 
yet fully convinced that some does not stick, 
but he is fully convinced that portion of it is 
paid to persons close to the City Administra- 
tion and that those are the persons whe “‘ guar- 
antee protection.” All the facts in his pos- 
session are at the disposal of his present em- 
ployer, Mr. Edward Corrigan. 

“But Uliman is not the only person who 
can sustain Corrigan’s charges and who are 
ready to do so, said the attorney. There are 
some who are aggrieved at the action of the 
City Administration because of the closing 
down during the Washington Park races. 
Those persons say that the closing down was 
in the interest of Hankins. The order was 
issued from the City-Hall. It was obeyed, but 
reluctantly. There was no alternative. Prom- 
inent city officials said that there would be a raid 
not only of the pool-rooms but of the gam- 
bling houses as well, if the order was not 
obeyed. Prominent backers of the City Ad- 
ministration, it is said, were interested in the 
Washington Park races, and they threatened 
to blow Cregier ‘ out of the water’ unless the 
pool-rooms were closed during these events. 


The thing was brought so straight to the re-

RADICAL CHANGES NECESSARY. 


Corrigan’s Bill as Presented Would Not Do 
at All, Said Judge Horton, 

Ed Corrigan’s bill foran injunction to re- 
strain the Mayor, Chief of Police, Capt. 
Hayes, and Officer Welbasky from raidicg the 
pool-sellers’.and bookmakers’ stands at the 
West Side Park was thrown out of court by 
Judge Horton yesterday. Master Windes had 
read the bill, and when the two formal changes 
which he suggested had been e had m- 
mended that an injunction issue. Judge Hor- 
ton was not so complaisant, but proceeded to 
read the bill through. Before he had finished 


de found so many defects that it was clear 


that complainant would never obtain the re- 
lief prayed for until the bill should be amended 
in several material points. Mr. Mitchell will 
be allowed to file an amended bill this morning 
and it will incorporate the changes suggested 
by the court. 

Mr. Mitchell stood on one foot, bracing 
himself only with the toe of the other, while 
Judge Horton read the recommendation. 
Then the Judge’s eyes Wandered to the prayer 
of the bill. It asked that an injunction be 
issued restraining the defendants, their agents, 
attorneys, andemployés “from in any man- 
ner arresting or interfering with the persons 
engaged in said pool-selling on said race 


track,” 
The Court Is Surprised. 

„Why.“ said the court, “‘ that would prevent 
the arrest of aman for murder. That will 
never do. I should not grant an injunction 
on such a prayer as that.“ 

“ If your Honor will read it you will see it 
says ‘engaged in pool-selling.’ ”’ 

“I observe that, but that phrase is descript- 
ive of the people’s business in the connection 
you use it there. If you said from in any 
manner arresting or interfering with the per- 
sons while engaged in pool-selling’ it might 
be different; but that may be the least serious 
odjection to your bill, I think. I will read it 


through, and the Judge tilted back his chair 
and perused in a half-audible tone the com- 


plaint. When he reached the passage where 
corruption is boldly charged against the May- 
orhesaid: “This is a serious charge you 
make here.” 

And we believe we can substantiate it,“ 
said Mitchell. 

But it is not charged on information and 
belief, This is a sworn averment.“ 

“*] know it, and the people who make it 
know what they are about.“ 

“IT should think they would before they 
came into court. This is a bold man who 
prefers these accusations. Who is he?“ But 
Lawyer Mitchell did not answer the question, 
and the Judge went on reading and interspers- 
ing his recital with comments. 

If I were the Mayor,” said he, “I would 
want a full and immediate trial. If they are 
true the public ought to know. If they are 
not, these high officials should have a chance 
to refute them.”’ 

“T agree with you,” said Mitchell, “and I 
know of no other way of bringing about an 
investigation than this. The newspapers have 
made the charges; the air has been full of 
them. If they are true they ought to be 
known.” 

Technical Objections. 

„Jes, but I am not going to grant an in- 
junction for the mere purpose of investigafing 
the Mayor’s office. If the complainant gets 
an injunction it must have a right to it. I 
don’t believe any such right exists under the 
bill as presented. Outside of the prayer it 
does not seem to me that the Chicago Fair 
and Trotting Breeders’ Association is a proper 
complainant. It leases the park from Lam- 
bert Tree and sublets to Corrigan & Waldo.

Monroe street and No. 10 Calhoun place yester- 
day. Constables Dorney and Lawler served 
the writs without causing any disturbance. 
The pool sellers were taken into court, where 
they gave $200 bail until Aug. 9. 

Wanted to Compromise. 

An effort has been made to declare a truce 
between the warring pool-room men. A rep- 
resentative of Corrigan’s monopoly met Al 
Hankins yesterday and a confidential talk 
was had. kins agreed that every down- 
town pool-room would close providing Joe 
Ullman would stop selling pools on foreign 
races. Hankins further promised that he 
would buy a privilege of Corrigan to sell pools 
on local races and pay the fixed price of $100 
a day at the track. Corrigan’s representative 
would not listen to this arrangement, and so 
the war was renewed on both sides. 

Forced to Close Up. 

For the first time since the campaign opened 
a down-town pool-room was obliged to close 
under the raids. After a series of arrests yes- 
terday afternoon Sid McHie’s place at No. 264 
Clark street was unable to do business. 
Twenty-four men were taken out inside of an 
hour and the platform was left deserted. 
Even the operators were dragged from their 
chairs and the telegraph instruments clicked 
in silence,

A story was published today that Speaker 
Reed had persuaded President Harrison to 
throw his influence against the adoption of a 
reciprocity amendment in the Senate. Noth- 
ing could be farther from the truth. The 
President is anxious for a common ground to 
be found, but he does not care to be too 
closely identified with any special proposition. 
He is in. frequent consultation with Senators 
Aldrich, Pierce, and others who have given 
the question of reciprocity much study. When 
the sugar schedule in the Tariff bill is reached 
Senator Aldrich will offer a reciprocity amend- 
ment which in all probability will reflect the 
views of the executive as well as the legisla- 
tive branch of the Government. 


The whole reciprocity question will be de- 


bated when the sugar schedule is up, and 
there is no need to put in the amendment, 
which will reflect the judgment of the 
Finance Committee until that time. The 
Hale amendment still stands, but it will not 
be pressed until opportunity is afforded for 
agreement on the line indicated by Senator 
Pierce or Senator Aldrich. Senator Pierce 
every day receives evidence that his plan is 
growing in favor all through the West. The 
Pacific coast, which is especially interested in 
the Hawaiian treaty, and therefore opposed to 
free sugar from other countries than the Sand- 
wich Islands, takes kindly to the reciprocity 


Kinley the start was against the Sécre 
tary of State’s plan, but he is not anxious for 
a party wrangle, and in the end will be found 
supporting a compromise. Mr. Cannon has 
been an earnest supporter of free sugar, and 
at first did not take kindly to the activity of 
Mr. Blaine. But he is willing to take free 
sugar on reciprocal conditions and under- 
stands the sentiment in the West too well to 
encourage the Speaker’s delusion that the 
country is against Blaine.

Claim Agents Lavishing Their Affections 
on the Veterans, 

Wasuinetox, D. C., July.31.—[Special.]— 
The competition of claim agents to take ad- 
vantage of the recent liberal pension legisla- 
tion is something intense.

Mr. Crossett and Mr. Doolittle —1 
posed the motion to strike out the park bon 
section. They were followed by Mr. Buchan- 
an, who, as the representative from the park 
district in which it is proposed to issue t 
bonds, stated that the people there were a 
unit upon this question.

THE EIGHT-HOUR CLAUSE. 


A Labor Section Inserted in the Fair Bill 
After a Long Fight. 


SprinGrie.p, III., July 31.—An exciting par- 
liamentary struggle took place in the House 
this morning over the eight-hour labor ques- 
tion. Some days ago Representative Lester 
of Sangamon introduced a resolution declar- 
ing it the sense of the House that eight hours 
should be considered a day’s labor in all work 
on the Columbian Exposition, and that no 
laborers should be employed who were not 
American citizens or had not declared their 
intention to become such. Instead of adopting 
this resolution, thereby making it merely the 
sense of the House, the labor representatives 
insisted that a specific section should be in- 
corporated in the Worid’s Fair bill on the sub- 
ject. Representative McLaughlin therefore 
introduced a section on the subject, and the 
war began when it was repo back to the 
House this morning by the Judiciary Com- 
mittee with a favorable recommendation. 
Mr. Quinn of Cook at once proposed a substi- 
tute containing practically the same provi-

What will be the effect of these resolu- 
tions? a member of the association was 
asked, 

I can give only my own opinion, and that 
is that there will be a general strike declared 
before tomorrow noon.” 

What the Carpenters Say. 

The Carpenters’ Council also held a meeting 
last night at which some loud and vigorous

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KEELEY’S BREWERY VISITED BY 4 
$40,000 FIRE, 


The Cause Is Supposed to Be Spontaneous 
Combustion—Inside Facts About Chica- 
go’s Subscription to the Stock-Yards 
Securities—Working in the Interest of 
Prohibition in Englewood and Hyde 
Park—Investigation at the County Hos- 
pital. 

The Fire Department received another se- 
vere test at a persistent blaze which started in 
the malt-house of the Keeley Brewing compa- 
ny last night and within an hour did about 
$40,000 worth of damage and necessitated the 
gending in of a second and then a third alarm. 

The fire broke out at 9 o’clock in the south- 
western corner of the big six-story malt and 
storage warehouse, where the grain-bins 
are located. There were some 100,000 bushels 
of malt stored away in this part 
of the building. What caused the blaze is 
not known to a certainty, but it is presumed, 
as no other explanation has been found, that 
it was due to the ignition of mill-dust. There 
was no explosion, but it is thought the particles 
of dust ignited through spontaneous combus- 
tion. The fire was not discovered till 
it had burst through the roof. Several watch- 
men saw it and telephoned the Fire Depart- 
ment. When the first engine company ar- 
rived the fire had gained considerable bead- 
way, so à regular alarm was turned in. Five 
minutes ay - —— — 
alarm, the fire al 
n — toe 1 2 "a third alarm was 
turned in a few minutes after that. 

The 


fire did not at any timé spread 
below the top story of the malt-house. Be- 
sides it was confined to the western section of 
the building. Firemen played on it from 
every side and from the roofs of the rest of 
a bowery building. It was a violent fire 
and sought to consume the entire im- 
mense brewery, but the good work 
the firemen kept it down. 
In that part of the structure where the malt 
bins were the fire did the greatest da . 
It destroyed several of the bins and their con- 
tents, 30,000 or 40,000 bushels, and after de- 
stro a portion of the roof surrounded the 
fwenty-foot cupola and began to swallow that. 
The immense crowd which gathered to 
witness the fire saw a pretty hnic dis- 
play fora short time. People came from 
great distances, attracted by the illumination 
when the roof blazed up. Twenty-sixth, 
Twenty-seventh, and Twenty-eighth streets, 
as well asthe streets east of Cottage Grove 
avenue, were jammed. The lake shore 
presented a beautiful sight, the full 
moon and the flames alternating in ligh 
up an immense crowd of people on top o 
freight-cars—a sort of amphitheater from 
which the crowd had a good look at the show. 
flames reached their highest point when 
they began to eat away the cupola, and in a 
few minutes that was all ablaze. It burned a 
few minutes, then came a leap of flame, the 
cupola disappeared, and a wer of sparks

ITS SECURITIES NOT IN DEMAND. 


Chicago’s Failure to Invest in, the New 
Stock-Yards Company. 

It has been known for several days that the 
attempt to get local subscriptions for the securi- 
ties of the new Chicago Stock-Yards corpora- 
tion wasa failure, but just how much of a 
failure has been kept secret by the promoters 
_ of the enterprise. ‘The amount of public sub- 
scriptions to such enterprises is usually known 
the day the subscription books close, but in 
this case every effort was made to prevent any 
inkling of the figures being made public. 

Tun Ton can give the total subscrip- 
tions, however. There were offered $6,500,000 
of the common stock. The total subscription 
was $780,000, or 12 per cent of the amount 
offered. The subscription to the $6,500,000 
preferred stock was $975,000, or 15 per cent of 
the total. A large block of the bonds was 
taken by stockholders of the old company in 
the course of the change from old to new—one- 
third of the value of the old stock being paid 
in bonds of thenew company. That made 
the bond subscription larger. Ten millions in 


bonds was offered and $4,800,000 was sub- 


scribed—48 per cent. 
From these figures it will be seen that the 


underwriters must take 88 per cent of the 


common stock, equal to $4,720,000; 3 
cent of the preferred stock, equal to 3,525, 
000, and 52 per cent of the bonds, equal to 


$5,200,000, 
et Although the public subscription has been 
a failure and the underwriters are forced to 


take nearly all the securities, it by no means 
follows that the securities are wo * said 
a Chicago capitalist who is interested in the 
deal. “There was a great mistake made in 
attempting to float the enterprise at 
this time. The money market was in a 
bad condition. Then the attempt came too 
soon after the other large deals that had ab- 
sorbed the public’s ready money. If the 
stock had been put on the market later in the 
season every do of it would have been 
taken. The underwriters are as strong a lot 
of men financially as could be found in the 
-eountry. They are fully equal to taking the 
stock and holding it, and I am confident az 
will get a handsome profit by so doing. St 

I will admit that their having to take the 
stock is unexpected. Thereis no grumbling 
among those who have had to take the bonds. 
I know positively that no bonds can be bought 
— at par. One Chicago house stands ready 
to take $500,000 at par but it can’t it. 

The underwriters will soon be on for 

a 20 per cent assessment.

DOES IT NEED MORE FRONTAGE? 


Reports Concerning the Randolph Street- 
Ogden Avenue “L” Road, 

The suit of A. M. Wright, one of the chief 
stockholders and promoters of the Randolph 
street and Ogden avenue elevated railroad, 
to enjoin the payment of the $100,000 forfeit 
to the city was begun at a significant point. 
Testimony is now being taken before a notary 
public in the office of the attorneys for George 
S. Bullock and other property-owners who 
instituted the suit to prevent the construction 
of the West Chicago Rapid Transit company’s 
road. These people allege so many irregu- 
larities in the granting of the L“ — 
charter as to make it necessary for the poet 
moters to ask for a construction of the char- 
ter by the court. 2 

It is in this suit that depositions have 
been taken for several days, and it is said 
the evidence has developed a condition 
of affairs so confirmatory of the position 
of the property-owners that the L“ road 
company’s management has determined to 
stop the construction of the tracks until after 
the courts can decide the questions. 

One of the witnesses called in behalf of the 
property-owners was Gustaf H. Carlson, a sur- 
veyor. He was on the stand three days. He 
said he was employed to survey the proposed 
route of the — and that one-half of the total 
frontage of property on the fractional mile of 
West dolph street was 3,642.31 feet. Allow- 
ing for revocations, owners representing only 
2,437 feet petitioned for the ordinance. ere- 
fore, it is claimed, there was a shortage of 
1,205 feet on the fractional mile alone. The 
law uires that owners representing at least 
pon con the frontage must petition for the 
ordinance. 

One-half of the first mile on Ogden avenue 
was 3,835 feet, he said, -while only 2,719 
feet were «poor to the original 
and supplemental petitions. Allowing Union 
Park 713 feet, Mr. Carlson said there were 


a shortage of 100 feet, which was increased by 
974 feet of revocations, making a total short- 
age of 1,074 feet. 

On the third mile of Ogden avenue, Mr. 
Carlson said, the road had sufficient frontage 
if the track frontage were counted. If not 
there would be a shortage of 1,877 feet. 

Adolph Kraus, one of the attorneys for the 
complainants, said: It is surprising that Mr. 
Wright should file a bill against his own com- 
any to restrain himself and his associates 
rom depositing $100,000 with the city as re- 
quired by the ordinance, when the testimony 
of Surveyor Carlson proves that the ordinance 
is void, and that the company can not build 
its road under the ordinance for want of 
sufficient frontage alone.“

JOHN M. PALMER AND TARIFF REFORM.

THE LEGISLATURE AND THE FAIR. 

The ingenious Mr. Crafts and the miero- 
scopic Mr, Meyer, who have been unwearied in 
their efforts to force the directors and the Na- 
tional Commission to throw over the Jackson 
Park-Lake-Front site and take one near Gar- 
field Park, felt happy Wednesday night. They 
got a majority of a subcommittee to amend 
the World’s Fair bill by striking out the pro- 
vision to allow the South Park Board to issue 
two millions in bonds to improvathe Fair 
site. With this out, the cost of the work pre- 
liminary to the erection of buildings in the 
park would have fallen on the shoulders of 
the Fair people, and would have cut down the 
amount coming to them and also to the city 
after the Fair was over. As the work would 
be a permanent improvement of the park, 
which, were there no Fair, the Commissioners 
would have to do and pay for at some future 
time’ at the expense of the taxpayers, this 
amendment clearly was unjust and a blow at 
the great enterprise. 

But yesterday morning, when the whole 
committee met, Crafts and Meyer—the lijtle— 
encountered a signal and final defeat, and the, 
bill, to their disgust. and that of their little 
clique, was reported back without the offen- 
sive amendment. The changes made in the 
section were to cut the quantity of bonds to 
be issued down to a million, and to require 
that the park district, made up of the Towns 
of South Chicago, Hyde Park, and Lake, 
should vote in favor of their issuance. To 
this last provision there can be no objection, 
and there need be no fear of the result of a 
popular vote. The House subsequently re- 
duced the amount of the bonds, however, to 
$500,000, the amendment being accepted by the 
friends of the Fair. The taxpayers will under- 
stand that while perhaps $87,500 a year will be 
added to their taxes the date of completion of 
Jackson Park, which-they are all anxious for, 
will be advanced proportionately. 

The time of the House yesterday was taken 
up with the consideration of amendments to 
the World’s Fair bill on second reading. None 
of those which were adopted seem calculated 
to do any harm. One of them hardly is 
needed. It provides that the eight-hour law 
shall apply to all work done on the buildings, 
and that no men shall be employed except 
those who are citizens of the United States or 
have declared their intention of becoming 
such, About all the Chicago building trades 
have the eight-hour day already, and the rest 
will get it. As for the other provision, no 
matter how sound it may be, it hardly is 
proper for the Legislature to direct the Fair 
people what kind of labor they shall employ. 
There is a State law on this same subject, ap- 
plying to municipalities, but it is not enforced. 

The House ought to get through with the 
bill so that it can be sent to the Senate today. 
There appear to be no more opportunities for 
the malcontents to get in their obstructive 
work, and the odious activity of Mr. Crafts 
and that knee-high statesman, Mr. John 
Meyer, will come to an end for lack of ma- 
terial.

Mayor Cregier pleads the baby act in an- 
swer to the serious charge that he discrimi- 
nates in favor of the down-town pool-rooms 
and against the pool-room at the race-track.

I declare that the police officers never have 


shown any discrimination, and if they have they 
deceived the head of the Police Department and 


Lam being deceived. If that is so I would like to 


find it out. 

This is a childish excuse, worthy of a blub- 
bering school-boy but not of a man. It is 
Mr. Cregier’s duty to find it out if he is de- 
ceived. If he cannot satisfy himself on this 
subject he is unfit for his office. He has ample 
means at his command. He can use the secret- 
service fund to help him discover whether his 
officers are deceiving him. Easier still, he 
can find out for himself. Six down-town pool- 
rooms are wideopen. The Mayor may walk 
into them any day. 

The Mayor has power to close them up ab- 
solutely. Mayor Roche closed them. Mayor 
Cregier himself has closed some pool-rooms. 
When John Dowling attempted to run a pool- 
room a year ago the Mayor directed Superin- 
tendent Hubbard to close him out, Mr. 
Hubbard did it instantly. Mr. Hubbard is 
yet in the city’s service. Let the Mayor send 
for that officer and direct him to proceed 
against the pool-room owners. He will close 
them up within twenty-four hours and keep 
them closed. 

The people understand that prosecutions of 
subordinate pool-room employés—clerks, auc- 
tioneers, money-changers, telegraph oper- 
ators, and messengers—are as dishonest as 
any other part of Cregier’s tricky and insin- 
cere policy. The fines nominally assessed 
against these small-fry hirelings ate at once 
appealed and the prosecution of the appeals in 
the Criminal Court rests entirely with City- 
Prosecutor May, who has been throughout all 
these proceedings as good as an attorney for 
the Gamblers’ Trust. Heis thesweet creature 
who was disturbed originally by doubts of the 
“ constitutionality of the pool-room law, and 
afterwards had these doubts removed so far as 
it touched Corrigan, but not so far as it affect- 
ed the sharpersin the Trust. This person of

only officer to whom the people may look for 
any prosecution of the fines against pool-room 
employés in the Criminal Court. 

It the Administration were in earnest it 
would haul up the proprietors of the pool- 
rooms. It would invade their premises, seize 
and destroy their furniture, shut up their 
shops, and club them into submission if they 
did not obey the law. An honest Mayor would 
close every pool-room in the city before sun- 
down tonight. If Mayor Cregier does not 
close them it is solely because he does not 
want to. Let him not say again either that he 
does not know the rooms are open or that 
he has been “deceived,” for he does know 
they are open and he has not been “ deceived ”’ 
not for a minute.

The only way out seems to be repudiation. 
England hardly would attempt to interfere in 
South American affairs as she did in Egyptian 
affairs to protect the financial interests of her 
subjects, who are the principal creditors of the 
Argentine Republic. It will take a stronger 
man than Celman to bring order out of the 
financial chaos, and opinion in Europe seems 
to point to Pellegrini, the Vice-President, as 
that man. He is of Italian origin, a capable 
man of affairs, and has considerable financial 
ability. His services will be in request. 


MAYOR CREGIER’S PRICE. 

Mayor Cregier must be aware by this time 
that he is forfeiting rapidly the respect of the 
law-abiding and respectable citizens of Chica- 
go, whatever their partisan sentiments may 
be, and that he even has not satisfied the 
criminal classes, at whose dictation and in 
whose interests he now is administering the 
City Government. For the first time in our 
municipal history a Mayor has been charged 
by one clique” of gamblers with protecting 
another clique in consideration of a certain 
percentage of the latter’s weekly profits from 
its illegal business, and the citizens of Chica- 
go must endure the mortification of seeing 
him compelled to go into the courts to dis- 
prove the disgraceful charge. Whether it be 
true or untrue the course of the Mayor should 
have been so manly, and straightforward, and 
above suspicion that no one would have dared 
to insinuate such a charge, much less make it 
the basis of a suit in court and of disgrace to 
the city. 

What is the price which the Mayor has paid 
for his place? Before the election he stood 
high in estimation of this community, 
His reputation as a gentleman, a business-man, 
and a non-partisan was such that large num- 
bers of Republicans supported him, without 
whose votes he could not have been elected. 
They confidently expected he would give the 
city a business instead of a partisan admin- 
istration—an expectation which, it is needless 
to say, has been disappointed so completely 
that they never will cease to lament their 
folly. Mayor Cregier may not be a personally 
dishonest man. The contributions of gam- 
blers may not have gone into his own pockets, 
but all the same it is impossible to avoid the 
conviction that he is the tool of gamblers, and 
that either through personal weakness and 
moral cowardice or actuated by overweening 
political ambition and the desire to secure 
another term he has surrendered to them and 
ignores their persistent violation of law.

It is needless to print a list of open gam- 
bling-houses. They are all open daily and the 
Mayor knows it. The proofs have been laid 
before him over and over again. The orders 
issued by him were not intended to be obeyed 
and he knows it, otherwise his indignation, 
instead of being expended upon newspapers 
which have criticised his policy and pool- 
sellers who are selling under the law, would 
have been directed towards the police authori- 
ties for flagrant violations of orders. 

Mayor Cregier’s Administration is the agency 
of a gamblers’ trust. Worse than that it is the 
agency of a faction af gamblers who are doing 


business unlawfully as against another fac- 


tion which may claim the sanction 
of law for what should be unlawful busi- 
ness. This is the price exacted from Mayor 
Cregier by the gamblers before he was elected. 
Is not the price too high? Has it paid the 
Mayor to lose the respect of all good citizens, 
the confidence of all honorable men in his own 
party, and to find his personal and political 
following reduced to a handful of gamblers? 
Was it worth while for the Mayor to surrender 
the position which he held in the public esti- 
mation and to forfeit the regard of all classes 
of reputable citizens to be a Mayor and a 
dishonored Mayor at that? These are ques- 
tions which Mr. Cregier must answer himself 
in the light of almost universal condemna- 
tion. If he answers them truthfully he must 
confess that he has the worst of the bargain. 


CURRENCY BASED ON FARM PRODUCTS. 

The schemes advocated by the Southern 
Farmers’ Alliance in regard to State bank 
currency and circulating notes based on de- 
posits of non-perishable farm produce are well 
calculated to derange commerce and bring 


about acrash. The result would be certain. 


The inflation of the currency would stimulate 
speculation and dealings on credit and every- 
body would go to blowing soap-bubbles and 
enjoying the boom. while it lasted. But it 
would be an impossibility that any lasting 
benefit could accrue to farmers or any one 
else from the issuance of a fluctuating cur- 
rency. The temporary excitement and stimu- 
lation would lead to a collapse, and as a conse- 
quence of the financial spree farmers would 
find prices abnormally low, debts harder than 
ever to pay, and credit practically extin- 
guished. The farmers would find their 
new-fangled monetary policy like the fruit 
which was attractive to the eye and sweet to 
the taste but agonizing to the stomach. Mak- 
ing up by months of distress for every hour 
they had basked in delusive prosperity, the 
farmers would not forget soon or cease to la- 
ment their folly in precipitating the country 
from the safe basis of a currency convertible 
into coin to one of uncertain and fluctuating 
value. 

The farmers ought to see that a currency 
circulates and preserves its value only because 
of a certainty that the holder of a note can 
convert it at any time into an &rticle of stable, 
fixed value. If there is doubt either as to the 
time or manner in which a note is to be re- 
deemed it falls below par and fluctuates in 
value from day to day as the prospect of re- 
demption is bright or the reverse. 
The precious metals having an es- 
tablished value the world over, and 
being indestructible by fire, rust, or decay, 
constitute the best possible basis for a cur- 
rency. The holder of a note issued Against 
gold or silver knows precisely what he can 
obtain on presenting it for redemption, and it 
maintains accordingly a precise value. so long

There is fluctuation 
even in currency based on gold and silver, and 
it produces at times no little hardship and in- 
convenience, but the precious have a 
minimum of uncertainty and instability, and 
hence are preferred to all other kinds of prop- 
erty for monetary uses. A currency based on 
such fluctuating and uncertain property as 
agricultural products could not be endured 
for any length of time. It soon would col- 
lapse of its own weakness and carry every- 
thing down with it.

Two weeks ago Tun Tanten printed the 
census returns for twelve counties in the 
northern and northwestern part of the State, 
including Kane, which had grown over 20 per 
cent.

Nearly half of the gain, it will be seen, is in 
the County of Sangamon, which means 
Springfield, while the increase in Adams must 
be confined to Quincy. Of the fifteen coun- 
ties four lost, two gained less than a hundred, 
and two less than a thousand. The gain in all 
of them as compared with 1880 was 4.8 per 
cent. They did not do as well, therefore, as 
the block of northern counties with their 
larger number of manufacturing establish- 
ments. 

These returns from different parts of the 
State make it plain that IIlin is will not rise 
to 4,000,000 people.

If the Egyptian counties do no better than 
those just to the north of them and those on 
the eastern border do no better than those in 
the northwestern part of the State Cook 
County will come very near having a third of 
the population of Illinois, with a certainty of 
sixteen out of fifty-one Senators and forty- 
eight out of 153 House members.

North- 
ern white workmen ought to be interested 
especially in seeing that a system of out- 
lawed cheap labor is not built up in the South 
to carry on destructive competition against 
Northern industries and high wages.

The next day the buck arose betimes, and, 
borrowing a cross-cut saw from a logger who 
was absent on a drunk, cut the trunk of the 
tree in twain at a point some fifteen feet from 
where it had broken off, and then, with a dull 
hatchet, he hacked away until the log had as- 
sumed thie shape of the desiredcanoe. In this 
work he'was helped by his squaw. The old 
fellow then built a fire on the upper side of 
the log, guiding the course of the fire with 
daubs of clay, and in due course of time the 
interior of the canoe had been burned out, 
Half a day’s work with the hatchet rendered 
the inside smooth and shapely. The canoe 
was now, I thought, complete, though it ap- 
to be dangerously narrow of beam.

MAREETS. 

The leading produce markets were irregular in 
tone, though they moved pretty much in the same 
rut of early strength, changing to decided weak- 
ness. This was especially the case in grain. The 
weather here was warm and that in the West 
more favorable to spring wheat while less so in 
corn. Local operators were inclined to sell, be- 
lieving that prices had been forced too high 
earlier in the week. 

French cables reported an egsier feeling in 
wheat, with the thrashing out turn generally sat- 
isfactory. This with the report that good rains 
had fallen in some parts of the Northwest made 
the feeling in wheat easier here. 

A trader in provisions remarks that corn at 50c 
should make hogs $5.00, instead of barely $8.80, the 
latter being 2% above the average of yesterday's 
quotations from the Stock-Yards. But hogs ure 
kept down by the plenty of cash product, which 
hangs like a weighton thetrade. There is a good 
demand for January stuff, but nobody seems to 
want to buy for the next month or two, and the 
business drags. Provisions have already ad- 
vanced this week, but they ought to go much 
higher on their merits if corn continues to sell at 
about present figures or above them. 

The retary of the Kansas State Agricultural 
Department is quoted as sayi that the corn in 
his State has suffered immense damage this week 
by the hot and dry weather and that if such con- 
ditions be general the trouble will amount to a 
National calamity.
